STATE WILL METER TWO 
WILMINGTON HOMES 


The Massachusetts Department of Public Utilities has agreed 
to conduct a test on two homes in Wilmington, relative to the 


accuracy of their elec! 


‘tric metering devices. 


The homes of Joseph Vittorioso, 24 Cunningham Street, and 
John O’Leary, 12 Faulkner Avenue will be metered by the State, 
by putting in a second meter, in series, to the present meters. 
The test, it is understood, will take approximately one hour. 
The tests will be made shortly, but no definite time has been 


made as yet. 


Selectmen George Boylen and 
Mike Caira, and the Town Mana- 
ger, Sterling Morris met with the 
Massachusetts DPU Commission, 
in the State Office Building, yes- 
terday morning, in Boston, where 
the program was agreed to. Also 
present for the discussion was 
Clayton Downs of Reading, a 
Reading Municipal Light Com- 
pany employee, and acting mana- 
Rer. 

Charts of the two homes, show- 
ing electric consumption, and 
coming from the files of Mrs. 
Diane Fielding of Hopkins Street 
were shown to the DPU Commis- 


sioner, Rudolph Saco. Mr. Saco 
agreed to the tests, and Wilming- 
ton and the Reading Light will 
both get copies of the results. 

One of the charts presented, for 
the O'Leary home, showed the 
following comparative figures, 
for 1970 and 1971. O'Leary's 
figure sheet stated that the obser- 
vations had been made by a 
Licensed Master Electrician. 

May 1970: 370 KWH: May 1971, 
1194 KWH: July 1970, 926 KWH 
July 1971, 1888 KWH; Sept. 1970, 
485 KWH; Sept. 1971, 2334 KWH 
and November 1970, 349 KWH: 
November 1971, 1812 KWH. 


There are three persons in the 
O'Leary family. 

Selectman George Boylen, who 
is an MIT consultant on ecology, 
sought to go further than the 
testing of two meters. Mr. Boy- 
len was seeking for a measuring 
device that could be put on homes, 
and left there 24 hours a day for 
30 days - to see, as he expressed 
it, if they can find out where the 
"draw" is relative to kilowatt 
hours used.

The Charles River Breeding 
Laboratories are outgrowing 
themselves, and need to have 
sanitary sewerage. They have re- 
cently bought 50 acres of land, 
adjacent to their property, and at 
this time are employing 220 per- 
sons. The laboratories seek to 
have permission to cross Ballard- 
vale Street, and then hook up to a 
sewer to be constructed from 
Andover.

While it was 
started by James Banda, both 
Morris and McDonough had been 
discussint it, and were ready 
with the answers. 

McDonough told the Selectmen 
that It would be possible to in- 
stall sewers for 500 acres along 
Ballardvale Street, if it were so 
voted.
